Judson  has  lost  a  gem  this  past  year.  Dr.  C. 
Robert  Laurent,  known  to  most  on  campus  as 

Dr.  Bob,  is 
now  an  admin- 
istrator for  the 
graduate 
school  at 
Bethel  Col- 
lege, Indiana. 
For  the  past  1 1 
years  he  was  a 
major  source 
of  support  for 
so  many  Jud- 
sonites  and  his 
popularity 
knew  no  equal. 
Students  could 
sense  his  gen- 
uineness. Each 
day  he  had  to 
set  aside  at 
least  an  hour 
just  to  answer  his  voice  mail.  Students  lined  up 
outside  of  his  office  trying  to  extract  a  share  of 
his  wisdom  and  care.  His  classes  always  filled 
first,  and  he  seldom  refused  the  late  petitioners 
when  they  pleaded  for  an  exception,  even 
though  he  knew  how  much  more  time  that 
would  take  with  the  extra  papers  to  grade. 
Bob  first  came  to  Judson  as  a  student  in  the 


1960's  and  was  led  to  Christ  by  the  president 
at  the  time,  Dr.  Ben  Browne.  While  a  student 
here,  he  participated  in  basketball  and  base- 
ball, and  was  Judson's  very  first  Scholar-Ath- 
lete (check  out  the  plaque  at  the  gym).  A  gift- 
ed musician  and  inspirational  speaker,  he  took 
to  the  road  evangelizing  youth  with  his  group. 
The  Good  News  Circle.  His  first  of  many 
books,  What  a  Way  to  Go,  recounts  some  of 
those  early  days.  While  a  teen,  the  future 
recording  artist  Michael  W.  Smith  was  led  to 
the  Lord  by  Bob  and  The  Good  News  Circle, 
and  Michael's  occasional  presence  in  Jud- 
son's chapel  during  the  80's  and  90's  was 
ample  testimony -to  Bob's  continuing  mentor- 
ing of  him. 

In  1993  I  asked  if  he  would  start  up  a 
women's  tennis  team  at  Judson.  He  finally 
consented.  That  first  year  the  team  won  the 
conference  championship,  unprecedented  at 
Judson,  and  Bob  was  unanimously  voted 
"Conference  Coach  of  the  Year"  by  his  peers. 
One  of  my  favorite  memories  of  Bob  was  the 
annual  event  when  40-50  Old  Testament  stu- 
dents stood  alongside  Tyler  Creek,  and  there 
was  Bob,  skinny  pale  legs  calf  deep  in  the 
creek,  directing  them  to  add  their  covenant 
rocks  to  the  growing  pile  in  the  water.  Those 
piles  would  remain  intact  until  the  next  flood, 
and  I  would  occasionally  see  students  revisit- 
ing the  location  where  they  had  made  an 
important  commitment  to  God. 
Bob's  departure  left  me  with  an 
empty  feeling.  Although  I  have 
taken  a  major  hit,  I  know  the  loss 
was  far  greater  for  the  school  and 
all  the  students,  as  he  was  really  the 
heart  of  Judson  College  for  so  long. 
He  was  reborn  here  in  the  1960's, 
and  has  left  the  best  part  of  his  life 
invested  in  the  fabric  of  the  college.

So 
for  all  of  his  years  of  ministry  to  Judson, 
the  hundreds  of  choir  members,  and  the 
many  churches  the  choirs  have  visited,
